VEGETARIANS AND OTHERS

In this era Sylvester Graham in- 
troduced his system. He insisted 
that, to be healthy, one should 
eat lots of vegetables, wholewheat 
brend, fruit, nuts, and salt, and 
drink pure water, He eliminated 
from the diet meat, snuces, tea, 
coffee, alcohol, pepper, und mus 
tard, He ts responsible for Graham 
bread (wholewheat). 


William Banting, who gave his 
name to a popular method of dict- 
ing, tells in his “Letter on Cor- 
pulence, Addressed to the Public” 
in 1468, of the inability of con- 
temporary physicians to treat obe- 
sity. He was the original propon- 
ent of the high protein diet. 


A simple dict to follow ly the 
banana-ond milk dict, as originat- 
ed by the American physician, Dr. 
Harrop, [It consists of a daily diet 
of six large, ripe bananas and four 
glasses of skimmed milk. He docs 
not advocate this dict for periods 
longer than 10 days, and he ad- 
vises alternating It with foods of

Milk alone us a diet wus first 
uscd by Morltz, who adapted = it 
from the carly Kurrel dict. It is 
fiat and uninteresting, and docs not 
supply all the necessary nutritive 
elements.

The Hollywood 18 day diet in- 
yolves .a drastic weight loss 
amounting to starvation, and pro- 
vides a daily caloric quota which is 
dangerously low.

It owes its popularity to Its specific 
time-limit.

BETTER WAY? 


THE FOLLOWING powerful contribution to the 
income tax controversy comes from the pen of 
Mr. M. F. Key, 0.B.E., who issues a clarion call 
to the taxpaying community to respond in the 
right spirit to the hint given by His Excellency 
the Governor at Thursday’s Council mecting, 


when he said: 


“Lastly, in order that I should be completely frank on 
this subject I admit my belief that the principal con- 
tribution’ in peace-time—I repeat, in peace-time — 
revenue of this Colony should come from income

More than one Unofficial Member has re-

Sir, ~ The Governor, the General 
ond the Director of Medical Services 
have now placed the income tk" ts- 
suc) squarely before the Colony. 
Everyone ayrees that some new form 
of taxation must be imposed to ruise 
money, now, for a -war cuontribu- 
tion, and in the future, cuntinuous- 
Ty, for soclal services. 

Temporary nunclal  expedients 
will not sufllce to meel permanent 
necds; existing sources of revenue 
have practically reached the limit of 
effective yield; if rates of Jevy are 
fuereased the taxes vither ’ press 
hardly on the peor (who ure in this 
Colony so very poor) ar are tnpro- 
ductive un account of diminished 
consumption, 

HOLDS THE FIELD 

So far, income tax holds the eld 
as, on the whole, the fairest method 
of adjusting taxation In relation to 


ability to pay. 


Within certain ranges of in- 
come n superticia! inequality is 
apparent because of the differ- 
ence batwoen Chinese and Euro- 
pean etandards of living. How- 
ever, though the European has 
higher personal expenses, the 
Chinose, under their family sys- 
tom, support more dependents. 

It - should be possible to adjust 
these differences by appropriate con; 
cesstons, ‘ 

Opinions on the subject of income 
tax have been expressed ut great 
length by Europeans but, after all, the 
Chinese community is much more 
closely concerned. Most Europeuns 
(tuipans or otherwise) are salaried 
individuals: those who will make a 
substantial contribution to Income 
Tax can almost be counted on the 
fingers of two hands. | Well-to-do 
and wealthy Chinese ure far more 
numerous than Europeans -similarly 
situated, 

if Income tax Js brought in 
permanently, and the proceeds 
are expended after the war In 
soolal services, it Is the Chinese 
community which will then re- 
celve all the benefits. 

What are the views of the poten- 
tial Chinese income tax payers? Do 
they agree with the Chinese Un- 
oficial Members of the Council that 
more money should be raised and 
spent on social servicés and that the 
poor cannot ind it them- 
selves? Are they convinced that in- 
come tix is the wrong way to rulse 
the money? Cnn they think of a bet- 
fer way? $ 

SUN YAT SEN'S TRIBUTE 
Towards the end of his life, Dr. 

Sun Yat Sen, speaking at Hong Kong 
University paid a tribute to Hong 
Kony for Its leadership in the dir- 
ection of social progress fn China. 

When China wins through her 
present: troubles “she will: need 
every. help and’ encouragement to- 
Wards re-establishing her - people 


,| und setting them once, more upon 


the path of progress. I am sure that 
ihe Chinese In Hong Kong will de- 
sire that the place of thelr adoption 
should agaln deserve a tribute of 
praisc for leadership from the 
Chinese statesmen of the future. It 
les with them, much more than with 
the European community, whether 
we set’ un ecRample to China in 
soclal services. The Chinese (prin- 
cipally) pay the piper and should 
call the tune. 
WILL CHINESE PAY? 

It.is necessary to be frank. There 
is a prevalent opinion amongst 
Europenns that Chinese of the in- 
come tax paylng class have not ad- 
vanced quile so far as the people in 
the corresponding class in Great 
Britain (for instance) towards ac- 
cepting the position that'it is equit- 
able to fax the rich for the benefit 
of the poor and thus modify soclal 
Inequalities (to some amnll extent), 

It 1s further’ believed that: the

tles to avold'more’ thai partial pay- 


ment of in¢ome tax and will bey 


Ukely to de go. J£ that ts 80, of 
course, the plan will break down, for 
it would not be worth’ the expense 
to collect a mero fraction of the ¢x~ 


pected yleld. 

In some quarters Incorhe tax has 
beén linked up with “popular repre- 
sentation.” It seems to me an un- 
neceasnry confusion of ‘the subject. 
People who have puld thirty million 
dolHiars a year in taxation, without 
possessing a vote, can pay some mil- 
lions more on the same terms, 

Adult suffrage here would produce 
mob rule. The income tax paying 
class possesses the power of the pen, 
which will serve. them better than 
the vote. This would not be true in 
a larger community, for if every- 
body wrote to the Government or to 
the Press, in a fully literate popula- 
tlon of fifty millions, the channels 
of communication would be hope- 
lessly. choked. 

THE MAIN POINT 

This brings me to the main polut 
of this letter (which I trust the 
Chinese newspapers will copy). 
‘There is u time (and I suggest the 
time ls NOW) when 4he citizen has 
not only the right but the duty to 
express himeclf. In all modesty, and 
out of a regard for long Kong and 
its people, the frult of nineteen years 
of residence, I eurnestly suggest 
that all those of the income tax 
puying class write to the Government 
and express thelr views. To help

JHEN the day comes, if it ever does, when Hitler rea- 
Jises that the German mentality is among the biggest 
assets of the Allies in this war, as it was in the last, the 
task of our publicists is destined to become infinitely 
harder. : { 
As things are, dealing with the grim humour, the 
heavy irony, or the supposed subtlety of Nazi tactics, both 
in propaganda and diplomatic manoeuvre, hardly justi- 
fies the concentrated weight of high learning and big 
names forming the Ministry of Information, It is child’s 
lay. ‘ 
: Nothing could have been more obvious, for instance, 
than the device by which Germany withheld reply to the 
peace initiative of Quecn Wilhelmina and King Leopold 
until Britain and France had stated their position, and 
then submitted that “in view of the Allied rejection” it 
was useless to discuss the matter. A little honesty 
would have gone much farther. The plain state- 
ment that the Allied requirements were out of the ques- 
tion’ would have been much more acceptable to world 
opinion. : ; 
And that not the less because the world is still very 
keenly interested in getting a clear statement of the Allied 
war aims. | : ‘ 
One of the most amusing emanations from Zeesen 
recently was the momentous announcement, about which 
the British public were in the dark, that London had 
actually announced British war aims in specific terms 
through the Paris correspondent of. an obscure Belgian 
newspaper. 
Examination of the Belgian newspaper named re- 
vealed not a word in it to support the German broadcast 
story, which was of course devoid of foundation. 
. ’ The Ministry of Information’s reply was to announce 
that “‘the British Government have not-yet made known 


“1a precise definition of their war aims, although recent 
‘~{statements by the Prime Minister have made clear cer- 


tain fixed principles by which these aims are guided.” - 

_ These principles, it is true, have been reiterated often 
enough, by Mr. Chamberlain and Lord Halifax particu- 
Jarly. The ‘world is told that the Allies are fighting in 
defence of freedom and democracy against tyranny, 
brutal aggression, bad faith and 4 cynical contempt for 
international law. — . ; : 

But many thinking persons are not altogether. satis- 
fied. They find these abstractions too vague, They feel 
that to call upon millions to die if necessary for a cause, 
requires that cause to be stated in more concrete terms. 

‘Perhaps the time for such definitions and a construc- 
tive peace plan, based on the removal of grievances and 
territorial readjustments, will come only when Germany 
has a government capable of honourable dealing and a 
leader whose signature can be trusted.

We have 
been told by an American observer 
that this war Is a struggle for 
supremacy between Grent Britain 
and Germany, and though a great 
English newspaper has shaken its 
hoary. hend in disapproval, It is so. 
Only, it is many more things as 
well; and more important by far 
than a mere struggle for supremacy. 

Let me first and foremost roundly 
declure that I sce nothing wrong in 
for supremacy. Life 
would be a sorry sight indeed if all 
men were content to keep pace with 
the most sluggish of them and if all 
nations were content to keep step 
with the most backward, What is 
{s to seek to attain supre- 
macy in backward ways, by a 
struggle of fists, when mankind has 
gone ahead to a struggle of brains. 
The trouble with Germany fs not 
that she wants to become the lead- 
ing power in Europe—for that 
might have been an excellent thing 
in {tself—but that she wants to 
reach that position by enslaving all 
other nations and men and by re- 
ducing them to o ‘helpless pulp 
under the boots of her present 
leaders,

This is, from the non-belligerent 
viewpoint, the most important cause 
of the present war. All the small 
nations of Europe know full well 
that If Germany won this war they 
would cense fo. exist, That this 
would be the actual result of a 
German victory—whether warlike

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wis well known to every intelll- 
fent Europeun before 1938. Afler 
Czechoslovakin and Poland have 
been devoured, anyone who denics 
it doca so at his own risk. “This 
man js a fool.

Why then do European neutrals 
remaln neutral?)

You know that 
you can break every wire that you 
can tivist, By twisting -it in 
opposite directions often enough, it 
gives way, Thnt is the Nazi sys- 
tem: peace-war-peance-war-pence- 
war; sign-break-sign-break-sign- 
break: praise-dampn-praise-damn-~ 
pralse-damn . . . . until the wire 
is broken. 

But mark the devilish subtelty of 
it all thelr continuous perjuries and 
treasons Infect your own faith. Not 
only dv you lose faith tn them, but 
in yourself nlso and even in faith 
itself, A wave of universal disbe- 
lief, scepticism, cynicism, passes over 
the earth, and all things rot. That 
is the ren) danger—and that is the 
deliberate Nazi aim. Against this 
danger, there is no defence, since it 
is due to the mere existence of 
Nazidom, 

That is why it Is no figure of 
speech but a bare statement of truth 
to say that between America and 
the jungle there fs nothing at all 
but the Maginot Line and the Brl-

To-day, Australin is independant 
of outside sources for her raw minter- 
ials and) can) manufacture every 
kind of ammunition and almost 
every kind of wenpon and cin, fur- 
thermore, supply Britain and the 
Empire at a rate no one thought pes- 
sible twenty years: age. . 

Australla already makes shella,

and will soon be manufacturing 
on @ great scale anti-tank and 
antl-aircratt guns, fighting.
